fishing. Seasonal closings to motorized boats will occur from fall through the spring during the fali water hyacinth
dispersion, big game hunting season, and wood duck nesting season. In addition, the applicant has agreed to sell
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service- Waccamaw Wildlife Refuge 247-acres of tidal wetlands, located west of the
project sites, pending the issuance of this permit.

Pursuant to Section 106 of the National Historic Preservation Act (NHPA), this public notice also
constitutes a request to Indian Tribes to notify the District Engineer of any historic properties of religious and
cuitural significance to them that may be affected by the proposed undertaking.
